COURTMARTIAL CLOSED. 


The trial was resumed af Kilmainham Court- 
house yesterday of the three men, Terence 
Byrne, Christopher Roche, and John Kirwan, on 
a charge of having on 9th May last robbed th 
Lower Camden street branch of the National 
Bank, Lid., of a sum of over £2,200. There 
was a second charge of shooting at a bank 
official with intent to murder, and alternatively 
with intent to do grievous bodily harm. All 
the accused pleaded not guilty 

Byrne and Roche were defended by 
J. Gleeson (instructed by Messrs. Lidwell and 
‘)’Reilly), and Kirwan was not professionally 
represente 

The first witness called was an official of 
bank who wae in his office when the raiders 
entered. His attention was first aroused by 4% 
voice calling, “ Put them up,” and on looking 
up he saw a number of men armed with revolvers 
He saw two men, one of whom had 
a revolver, in front of the cashier's desk. He 
saw a strange man rifling the drawers in the 
cashier a desk, and handing the money over 
the counter to another man. A third man, 
whom he identified as Kirwan, then entered 
the cashier's box, but he could not say if Kirwan 
was armed. Next he heard a scuffle in the 
cashier's box and a voice called out. “ Shoot 
bim.” This was followed by a shot, which, in 
his opinion, came from the direction of the 
yublic door. All the men then ran out of the 
Ar and closed the door after them. The 
cashier was.on the ground, and witness assisted 
him to hie feet,

A police. official gave evidence of the identifi- 
cation of the accused at. parades in the Bride- 
well by the bank officials. The men paraded 
were about the same ages as the accused and of 
a similar type. When the assistant clerk iden- 
tified Byrne witness charged and cautioned the 
accused, who said; “ He is a liar. I have 
never handled a revolver in my life. " When 
he had been identified Kirwan said, “I know 
nothing about it.” He told the bank officials 
before the parades that he had persons whom 
he suspected of having been implicated in the 
robbery. ‘The witnesses were given no idea be- 
fore going in to the parade as to who the per- 
sons in custody were. Byrne denied the owner- 
shi of the overcoat found in the 
butcher's van, and in which there was 
over £900 in notes, gold, and ailver, but he 
admitted ownership of a membership eard of 
the Newsvendors’ Union, and said that he had 
lost it. ‘ 

In croesexamination by Mr. Gleeson, thé 
witness admitted having conversations with 
the bank officials as to the arrested persons, but 
no information was given which would identify 
the accused on parade. 

Evidence of the arrest of, the accused men 
a police witness, who said that 
Byrne said, “[ am not going to tell on the 
men who were with me. am an lrishman.”
